Ontario girl, 2, survives refrigerator ordeal 


A 2-vear-old Ontario girl was trap­ 
ped inside a refrigerator behind a 
residence, for nearly an hour Thurs­ 
day afternoon before police rescued 
her 
Little Kimberley Wolfe, extremely 
cold and weak, began crying as of­ 
ficers removed her from the latch- 
type refrigerator outside 730 W 
Nevada St 
Fire Department rescue officers 


were dispatched to the home and, 
after examining the girl, released 
her to the care of her babysitter. 


Police Officer John Johnson said 
he and Officer Frank Fryer were cal­ 
led to the home of Mrs. Sheryl Mason 
at 730 W. Nevada St about 4:55 p m 


Mrs. Mason told the officers that 
she was babysitting little Kimberley, 
but the little girl had been missing 


about 30 minutes. The officers began 
their search for the child and after a 
few minutes Johnson walked onto the 
back porch. 
Johnson said just by chance he 
noticed the latch-type refrigerator 
door being used by the residents as a 
freezer Johnson opened the door and 
saw the little girl huddled in the cor­ 
ner of the appliance 
“ I've looked for a lot of children. 


but this is the first time I ever found 
one in a refrigerator,” said Johnson 
“ Most of the children found in 
refrigerators are dead When I first 
saw the girl inside I thought for sure 
she had perished. But. suddenly, she 
began crying and screaming She 
was fine ” 
Johnson estimated that the child 
had been in the refrigerator from 30 
to 45 minutes before she was found 


‘ She was very, very cold to the 
touch.” he said 
Officers said there is a state law 
that prohibits the abandonment of 
refrigerators without first removing 
the door or latch But in this case, 
the refrigerator was in use. 
Jo h n so n 
said 
th a t 
m ost 
refrigerators today have magnetic 
catches that allow the door to open 
easily from the inside 


The Mason family, relieved that 
Kim berley was found safe, im­ 
mediately removed the latch to the 
door of the refrigerator 


Police said that anyone having 
abandoned 
refrigerators 
around 
their home should be certain that the 
doors or their locks are completely 
removed 
“Kim berley was very 
lucky.” said Johnson 
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City police 
vet wins 
his appeal 


Pomona police Lt. Charles Mil- 
liken has won his appeal from a dis­ 
ciplinary action taken by department 
superiors last summer which cost 
him a three-day suspension without 
pav. 
Milliken. a veteran of 13 years on 
the Pomona department, took the 
case to Superior Court earlier this 
year to force a reveiw of the incident 
by the city’s Merit System Commis­ 
sion which had declined the hearing 
because the appeal was not filed 
within the time limit. 
But in a terse letter Thursday, 
commission Chairman Charles A 
Porter told Milliken that the three- 
dav suspension was not sustained. 
Milliken and several witnesses ap­ 
peared before the seven-member 
commission a week ago at a hearing 
which lasted three hours 
In the letter. Porter wrote that the 
commission was recommending that 
a “ cautionary letter” from Police 
Chief F P Wallick be placed in Mil- 
liken s personnel file “ as a construc­ 
tive measure to forestall similar 
acts on your part in the future ” 
Today Milliken said. 
I ’m glad 
that my long grievance procedure 
with the city of Pomona over my 
three-day 
disciplinary 
suspension 
has been resolved in my favor. I 
sincerely hope that my pursuit of 
justice will serve as an exmaple to 
all city employes that our system 
does work. Justice is available, if 
you pursue it " 
The suspension was ordered last 
August by Capt Grady Weddle over 
Milliken s handling of citizen com­ 
plaints about two disturbanc es in the 
Westmont area One source of noise 
was the Pomona Police Officers As­ 
sociation steak fry at the police 
pistol range on Elephant Hitt. 
When one Westmont caller com­ 
plained by telephone to Milliken 
about the noise. Milliken* thought he 
was referring to the noise from the 
police association party. In the 
resulting confusion, the caller called 
Milliken “ a smart lieutenant” and 
hung up. but complain«*d to city of- 
tieials later 
Milliken maintained he was guilty 
ot mistake, but was not guilty of in­ 
action or unprofessional conduct as 
alleged later by Weddle

WASHINGTON (A P) 
President 
Ford unveiled today proposals 
designed to sour the building of new 
power plants through liberalized tax 
writeoffs and tax-deferred treatment 
of u tility dividends that are 
reinvesUni 
Ford, in a statement, said he ac­ 
cepted and endorsed all rec 
ommendations on the subject 
presented to him by his labor- 
management committee* that studied 
ways to hasten utility plant construc­ 
tion and the conversion of oil and 
gas-fired plants to use of coal as a 
power source. 
Secretary of Labor John Dunlop 
told reporters the proposals would 
result in a tx break for utilities in 
fiscal year 1978 of between 1500 mil­ 
lion and $1 billion. He said membe*rs 
of the labor-manugement committee 
would ca rry the proposals to 
Congr«*ss personally 
At a briefing, Federal Energy Ad 
m inistrlor Frank Zarb said the* 
amount of energy the nation 
generates from nuclear power could 
increase from two per cent to about 
20 per cent by the late 1980s “ if we 
can get this program and solve other 
problems such as safeguards and dis­ 
posal of nuclear wastes ” 


White House* l*r«*ss Secretary Ron 
Nessen quoted the President as tell 
ing congressional leaders at a morn 
mg m eeting to d iscuss the 
recommendations: “ It’s mandatory 
that we move We can't wait for a 
crisis to move Time is running out " 
Zarb told reporters. “ If we re go­ 
ing to have a national energy 
program, we re going to have to do it 
with Congress 
He said the Presi 
oeni s m«*eling with congressional 
leaders indicated Ford is willing to 
work with Congress on the proposals 


In a report to Ford dat«*d May 21, 
the committee lamented the deferral 
or cancellation of utility construction 
project* and said this “ may b«* ex- 
pected to result in future energy 
shortages and serious restrictions to 
economic expansion.” 
Key committee recommendations 
endorsed by Ford included 
Granting of a 12 per cent invest­ 
ment tax credit to utilities for an in­ 
definite pe*riod, with application of 
the credit to work already in 
progress Congrt*ss r«K*ently boosted 
Desisted the tax credit tor utilities to 
10 per cent from 4 per cent for a two- 


year period, but the eemmittee said 
this did not go far eneiugh 
“ The urgent need for equity 
capital in the eltvtric utility in­ 
dustry.” said the panel, “ should be* 
met by a legislative provision that 
dividends which are reinvested in 
new issue common stock of the com 
pany have tax deferred ” 
Extention beyond the scheduled 
Den- 31 expiration of a program for 
five-year fast tax writeoffs of pollu­ 
tion control facilities. In addition, 
Ford 
and 
the 
c o m m it te e 
recommended the same favored tax 
treatment be granted for the ex­ 
pense of converting power plants to 
the use of coal 
- “ Stretch out. as necessary, pre- 
stmt environmental restrictions on 
energy production and use to reduce 
energy consumption and facilitate 
expansion of domestic energy out­ 
put.” 
Having carefully reviewed these 
ree*omme*ndations,” Ford said. “ I 
accept and endorse them because 
they can make a significant contribu- 
tion in reducing the nation's 
d<‘pendencc on oil imports and in 
conserving scarce natural gas sup­ 
plies

He said the addition of 320 000

augured well for a drop in June of 
May’s 9 2 per cent unemployment 
rate 


Kimbell said the declining in­ 
flation rate will put more pur­ 
chasing power in the consumer s 
paycheck, which was reversal of the 
situation when inflation was running 
high and the paycheck wasn t suf 
ficient to keep abreast of soaring 
pnees. 


* Now, we think there s a chance 
he (the consumer) is going to see 
something left over, so he’s got more 
buying power,” said Kimbell. 


The economist said two-thirds of 
the average individual’s income tax 
rebate would be deposited in his sav 
mg s account, leading to a projected 


increase m the personal savings rate 
of $124 7 billion in the second 
quarter, compared with $75.9 billion 
for the first quarter 


But, he added, about $92 out of 
every $100 rebated would soon be

SACRAMENTO (A PI - Power 
plants, refineries and other in­ 
dustries in the South Coast Air Basin 
may have to work harder to clean up 
their emissions because an impor­ 
tant smog standard has been tight­ 
ened 


The state Air Resources Board — 
now made up of appointees of Gov 
Edmund Brown Jr — reversed the 
action of the ARB last year and chop­ 
ped the allowable amount of sulfur 
dioxide in the air by 60 per cent. 


“ We re lacing the brink of a very 


serious crisis in the South Coast Air 
Basin.” said ARB chairman Tom 
Quinn “ This is one of the problems 
— power plants are going more to 
fuel oil." 
Many power plants in California 
have had their natural gas supplies 
cut off, forcing them to use fuel oil, 
which produces much more sulfur 
dioxide when burned. 
With the shift from natural gas to 
fuel oil, we are experiencing an up­ 
ward trend in the sulfur dioxide 
levels.” said board member Robert 
Sawyer. “ We re right up against the 


current standard now (in some 
areas.” 
The sulfur dioxide standard was 
relaxed from 04 parts per million to 
.1 ppm for a 24-hour ambient air 
measurement last October by an 
ARB dominated by appointees of 
then-Gov. Ronald Reagan. The 
board’s action Thursday restored the 
04 ppm standard 
The Environmental Defense Fund 
sued the ARB over the loosening of 
the standard, saying an impact 
report should have been prepared 
A R B member M ary Nichols 


agreed 
“ The prior action of the 
board was taken without proper con­ 
sideration of the margin of safety, 
plant damage and health effects. The 
prior action was invalid. 


Sawyer, a UC-Berkeley professor, 
said the 04 ppm standard was not the 
final word, only one step in attacking 
pollution and visibility problems. 


While lowering the sulfur dioxide 
level to 04 will not meet out 10-mile 
visibility standard ...I think we can 
meet our 10-mile standard with a 01 
ppm standard.” Sawyer said

Indira opposition 
demands she quit 


NEW DELHI, India (AP) - Non- 
Com m unist opposition p arties 
declared today they no longer 
recognize Prime Minister Indira 
Gandhi as head of the Indian govern­ 
ment following her conviction of cor­ 
rupt political practices in winning 
her parliamentary seat. 
Leaders of the four parties im­ 
m ed iately began a sit-dow n 
dem onstration in front of the 
presidential palace to press their de­ 
mand for Mrs. Gandhi's resignation. 


The opposition declaration will 
have no effect on Mrs. Gandhi con­ 
tinuing to lead the government, 
however, since the four parties con­ 
trol only 49 of the 523 seats in Parlia­ 
ment. Mrs. Gandhi’s Congress party 
has 358. The rest of the seats are 


divided among other parties. 
But the action could have an im­ 
portant psychological impact in the 
country, where the opposition is 
banking on a sharp erosion in popular 
support for Mrs. Gandhi. 


Mrs. Gandhi also was put in the 
embarrassing position of becoming 
the first Indian prime minister ever 
to have a group of political parties 
question her right to be head of the 
government. 
The leaders of the four parties — 
the Socialists, the Hindu nationalist 
Ja n a S angh, th e o p p o sitio n 
Congress and the Bhartia Lok Dal 
(People’s Party) — renounced their 
recognition of Mrs. Gandhi as prime 
minister in a cable sent to President 
Fakhruddin Ali Ahmed. 


The leaders urged Ahmed, the con­ 
stitutional head of state, to return 
immediately from a vacation in 
Kashmir and deal with the con­ 
stitutional crisis that erupted follow­ 
ing Mrs. Ganehi’s conviction Thurs­ 
day. 
The same non-Communist parties 
had successfully formed an alliance 
for this week’s key elections in 
central Gujarat State Mid dealt Mrs. 
Gandhi’s Congress party severe 
reverses. 
Their move today further heated 
up India’s worst political turmoil 
since independence 25 years ago. 
Meanwhile, leaders of Mrs. Gandhi s 
Congress party began organizing 
public support for her decision to re­ 
main in office despite her conviction 
of election law violations.

UC wins loan default 
case against student

LOS ANGELES (A P )-’i t may be 
a small decision but I love It,” says 
Donald L. Reidhaar, the attorney 
for the University of California 
regents. 
Reidhaar related to regents Thurs­ 
day his court victory over a UC stu­ 
dent who tried to default on a 89,000 
loan from the University. 
It was found in an investigation, 
the attorney stated, that student 
John Hancock Abbott had previously 
declared bankruptcy and hence 
avoided paym ent on $5,000 in 
National Defense Student Loans at 
two California state colleges in 1965 
and 1968 
Only two months after having the 
loans wiped out in bankruptcy court, 
Abbott obtained a $9.000 student loan 


at UC Berkeley, where he had trans­ 
ferred. 
Subsequently, the attorney related 
mournfully, the student filed a se­ 
cond bankruptcy motion trying to 
wipe the new loan off the books 
However, the attorney said, after a 
series of court battles and appeals 
UC officials were upheld in their con­ 
tention that the veteran student had 
concealed the earlier bankruptcy and 
hence must pay back the new UC 
loan. 
“ We think the case established an 
important precedent, particularly 
with the increase in bankruptcy 
filings.” the attorney declared 
Regent William Forbes said that 
the UC administration should check 
m ore closely on student loan 
applications*

CIA role 


.... WASHINGTON (AP) — Members 
3>f the House intelligence committee 
say they were told sketchy details of 
CIA involvement in an assassi­ 
nation plot against the late Do­ 
minican Republic President Rafael 
Trujillo, but some members were 
uncertain whether that was the plot 
that ultimately led to the dictator's 
murder. 
Only one of five members in­ 
terviewed said Thursday that a very 
brief report to the panel last week 
would support a statement by Rep. 
James V. Stanton, D-Ohio, that the 
CIA was involved in the successful 
assassination of a foreign leader 
Rep. Ronald V. Dellums. D-Calif ., 
contending that what the panel was 
told about the 1961 Trujillo assas­ 
sination would support Stanton’s 
statement, said Trujillo's killing 
“could be traced to actions that 
were taken by the CIA.’ 


in Trujillo 


He declined to give details, and 
Stanton refused to say whether he 
knows more than the committee was 
told in a sdtret session last week or 
whether he in fact is referring to the 
Trujillo assassination. 
Trujillo, a long-time dictator of the 
Dominican Republic, was shot down 
by assassins as he drove outside 
Santo Domingo. Former CIA agent 
Philip B. Agee, in his book “Inside 
the Company,” quotes a former CIA, 
official as saying the agency was 
“deeply involved in planning the as­ 
sassination, which was done by 
Cuban exiles from Miami using 
w eapons we se n t th ro u g h a 
diplomatic pouch.” 
But another member of the House 
panel, Rep. Michael Harrington, D- 
Mass., said that if Stanton s state­ 
ment is based on what the committee 
was told last week “ it cannot be sup­ 
ported.”

Without giving details, Harrington 
said the committee was told of a 
litany of past misdeeds uncovered by 
the CIA itself in a housecleaning 
investigation in 1973. 
Harrington said the account to the 
committee was so sketchy that “no 
conclusions could be drawn from any 
of it.” 
Both Dellums and Harrington 
responded only to the question of 
whether the briefing last Thursday 
would support Stanton’s statement. 
They declined to give details of what 
was said. 
But three other members com­ 
mented to varying extents on condi­ 
tion they not be quoted. 
One recalled a reference to a CIA 
role in two assassination plots “but it 
was not at all clear to me that either 
one of them resulted in an assassina­ 
tion.” He refused to say whom the 
plots were against.

California measure 
$1 billion compromise 
for building industry 


SACRAMENTO (AP) - A com­ 
promise has been reached on legisla­ 
tion designed to pump nearly $1 bil­ 
lion into California’s depressed 
building industry and get thousands 
of families out of slum homes. 
Assembly Speaker Leo McCarthy 
told a news conference Thursday 
that the emergency legislation — “a 
bill ion-dollar attack on unemploy­ 
ment and the problems of housing 
— has clear sailing ahead 
The San Francisco Democrat said 
the full conference committee would 
stamp its approval on the bill today, 
with the measure going to the floors 
of both the Senate and the Assembly 
for final action next week. 
Don Bums. Gov. Edmund Brown 
Jr.’s secretary of business and tran­ 
sportation, said that while the 
measure won’t satisfy everyone. 
"I’ll be very surprised if the gover­ 
nor doesn't sign it.” 
The bill provides for $950 million in 
bond money for housing, but $500 


million would come from general 
obligation bonds that the voters must 
approve in November, 1976. 
By early next year, Bums said, the 
state could start making low-interest 
loans from $450 million in revenue 
bonds made available immediately 
McCarthy and the bill s chief 
authors — Sen George Moscone, D- 
San F ra n c isc o ; Sen. G eorge 
Zenovich, D -Fresno; and As­ 
semblyman Peter Chacon, D-San 
Diego - said the major compromise 
was Inserting $10 million in state 
funds to underwrite the bonds for 
loans to low and moderate-income 
families. 
Zenovich said there are 2 4 million 
families in California now living in 
inadequate housing McCarthy noted 
that 28 per cent of the housing con­ 
struction work force is unemployed 
He said the key compromise was 
removal of Senate-opposed 
moral 
obligation” language in the bill to 
back $450 million in bonds to provide 


immediate loans 
The language was deleted in favor 
of the $10 million appropriation from 
the general fund to underwrite the 
bonds, as well as provide $750.000 to 
set up the housing loan agency. 
Chacon said the bill, patterned 
after the Cal-Vel housing program, 
gives priority to the elderly and poor 
who live in substandard housing 
Groups as well as individual 
families could apply for the loans, 
which would be funneled through a 
local government agency or a 
private lender. 
“ We can move forw ard im ­ 
mediately with at least some help for 
these people who have no means of 
obtaining decent housing at the pre 
sent ’’ Chacon said 
The legislation would make low- 
interest loans available in areas that 
have been “redlined" as too risky for 
conventional financing. Bob Cline, a 
consultant to the joint committee, 
has said. 


Little League case may go to court

An athletic supporter for an 8-year-old girl? 


ROMULUS, Mich (AP) - Eight- 
year-old Nancy Winnard doesn’t 
think she should have to wear an 
athletic supporter to play baseball 
with the boys in the Little League 
Officials of the Romulus Little 
League North insist the rule applies 
to boys and girls alike. But Mr and 
Mrs. David Winnard contend the rule 
is discrim inatory against their 
daughter, and they have hired a 
lawyer to fight it. 


The issue may be decided in the 
courts if no compromise can be 
worked out. 
Joseph W alsh, the attorney 
representing the family, said he 
would file suit in either federal or 
state court as soon as he determines 
in which one he can get the fastest 
action. 
Walsh charged the league board 
“set up a false standard to embar­ 
rass girls and to dissuade girls from 


playing. 1 think it may be a veiled at­ 
tempt to circumvent recent federal 
court rulings that allow girls to com­ 
pete in amateur baseball.” 
Local league President Charles 
Christopher denied the allegation, 
saying, “The league approved the 
ruling with only one thoutfit in mind 
- the safety of the youngsters 
League officials conceded their 
local regulations requiring the sup- 


rules which provide that only a 
catcher has to wear the device.

disappointed that Smith 
and codefendant Phillip A. 
Toft didn't go to prison. 
“ They made it a way of life 
to lie, cheat, steal and em­ 
bezzle," he said. 
The 76-year-old Smith 
entered the no-contest plea 
to four counts in a 25-count 
federal indictment — mis­ 
applying $3.2 million in the 
bank's funds, conspiracy, 
lying to bank examiners 
and making false state­ 
ments in the books of a na­ 
tional bank. 
Schnacke dismissed 21 
other counts against 
Smith, who promised on 
the witness stand to repay 
those who lost money 
because of his financial 


dealings. 
The judge ordered Smith 
to report to probation of­ 
ficers any transaction in­ 
volving more than $100,000 
or giving him more than 10 
per cent interest. 
Toft, former president of 
Westgate-Califomia Corp., 
also pleaded no-contest to 
three charges in the samç 
indictment. He was fined 
$25.000, given a one-year 
suspended sentence and 
received the same instruc­ 
tions for transactions to­ 
taling more than $10,000. 
U S. National Bank was 
declared insolvent in Oc­ 
tober 1973, the largest 
single failure in American 
history 


Sm ith, a high school 
dropout, began as a 
grocery clerk at $50 a 
month. He then worked for 
the Bank of Italy, which 
became Bank of America. 
In 1933, he acquired the 
then-small U.S. National 
For four decades, Smith 
bought properties and ex­ 
panded them, then sold 
them for capital gains. 
His Westgate-Califomia 
Corp. became a huge con­ 
glom erate. Among its 
holdings were tuna can­ 
neries, fishing fleets, a 
luxury hotel, an intrastate 
airline and a National 
League baseball team, the 
San Diego Padres. He also 
controlled a San Diego 


shipyard, taxi franchises in 
California and Arizona, 
and ground transportation 
at airports in San Fran­ 
cisco, Oakland and Los 
Angeles. 


At one time, his personal 
wealth was estimated at 
$45 million and he was 
credited with raising $1 
million for Nixon’s 1968 
campaign, contributing 
$250.000 from his own 
pocket. 


In 1971. the SEC began 
investigating 
Westgate- 
Califomia after the firm 
began 
losing 
money 
despite record earnings. In 
1972. Smith and Toft were 
forced out of Westgate by 


government regulators. 


The following year, 
Westgate filed for protec- 
tion 
as 
a 
bankrupt 
enterprise. Then came the 
collapse of U.S. National 
Bank. 


Smith still faces a civil 
complaint in which the 
SEC says he converted as­ 
sets from Westgate and 
U.S. National to his own 
use The Internal Revenue 
Service has filed a $22.8- 
million claim against him 
for the 1969 tax year. And 
there are dozens of civil 
suits totaling hundreds of 
millions of dollars pending 
against him in federal 
court.

McElwain decided to ap­ 
peal the decision and 
enlisted the aid of his con­ 
gressman. Rep. Robert F. 
Drinan. D-Mass. 


On May 21. John F. 
Blake, chairman of the 
CIA's Information Review 
C om m ittee. 
sent 
McElwain a letter inform­ 
ing him that the agency 
now had decided to release 
the file. It contained a copy 
of the missing letter from 
the Soviet Union. 
The Soviet letter was 
written Aug. 18. 1967. by a 


Russian teacher whom 
McElwain and his wife had 
met sometime earlier 
while the Russian was 
studying at H arvard 
Business School. 
In 64 words, including 
salutations and closing, the 
Russian said he was 
preparing his teaching 
materials and planned to 
spend his vacation at the 


Black Sea. 
The CIA decided the 
message was worth saving 
on microfilm, but it says it 
does not know why the 
original letter never 
reached McElwain. 
“ We can all wonder 89 
much as we want to, but 
we’re not going to diSCOSS 
the matter further.” a CIA 
spokesman said.

Seizure victim thankful officers knew 1st aid 


A Pomona man is thankful that 
highway patrolm en are as well 
versed in first aid as they are in 
writing citations. 
Because two officers knew what to 
do. John Perry of 1177 Val Vista St., 
was helpful to survive a heart attack. 
Perry and his wife were en route to 
a funeral last March and had turned 
off the Orange Freeway onto Temple 
Avertue near Pomona when he was 
suddenly hit by the seizure. 
By coincidence. Patrolman Mike 
Shaw had just exited the sam e 
freeway and had stopped at a stop 
sign when a man ran up to his car 
and asked for help. 
Shlw called for an ambulance and 
Patrolman Jim Neeley and then 
rushed to the stopped vehicle where 
he found Perry in the front seat lean­ 
ing against his wife. 
In checking the unconscious man, 
he couldn't detect any pulse or 
breathing. Shaw removed Mrs. Per­ 
ry- from the car, lay her husband on 
the seat and began external heart 
massage. 


Shaw was joined in a few minutes 
by Neeley, who began mouth-to- 
mouth resuscitation. Both continued 
their efforts to revive the man until 
two para-medics arrived in an am ­ 
bulance. 
The four men then removed Perry 
to a sidewalk where they continued 
to work on him.

Young Turks 
drop the ball 


Last November, Americans across the nation 
threw out a sizeable group of incumbent Congres­ 
smen. In their place we voted into office men who 
advertised themselves as idealists. They promised 
to change Congress, get rid of inept and shady com­ 
mittee chairmen, clean up elections, reform the 
budget, end the recession and provide relief for 
those caught in the unemployment squeeze. They 
vowed to get rid of those advantages which allow in­ 
cumbent Congressmen to perpetuate themselves in 
Washington. 


Now that they’re seated, these self-styled honest 
Congressmen have taken on the worst habits of the 
men they replaced. And added a few new flourishes. 
The newcomers, on the average, have done so 
badly in fact that many undoubtedly would be 
ousted in November, 1976, except for the fact that 
new provisions of the law. added to other prvileges 
they pushed through, will make it difficult indeed to 
vote an incumbent out. Even in the past, a chal­ 
lenger has had an exceedingly difficult row to hoe 
because of the special privileges Congressmen have 
— patronage, publicity, free trips home, franking of 
mail, greater access to money from individuals and 
from lobbies — whether labor, industrial, farmer, 
or “public interest” groups. 


The situation, as noted above, is now worse. 
The clean election law, by an interesting quirk or 
two, limits challengers more severely than incum­ 
bents. 


The reformers have increased that disparity 
further by voting themselves more trips home — 32 
a year instead of 21 — money for newsletters and 
more funds for personal staffs. None of this in­ 
creased funding, a most valuable asset in cam­ 
paigning for reelection, is paralleled by increases in 
spending allowed challengers. 
If you restrict the spending of a challenger and in­ 
crease the indirect spending allowed an incumbent, 
you can forget talk of a fair election. 


This is not all 
When these men came to office, they vowed 
reform 
The newcomers had lists of committee chairmen 
they considered dangerous. Whether these lists 
were correct, figments of the imagination or the 
result of ideological differences is besides the point 
The idealists threw out only three chairmen of those 
they’d marked for extinction. What happened, so 
far as can be ascertained, is that some target 
chairmen were able to use patronage and other 
pressures so effectively they took control of enough 
reformer votes to stay in power 
If there was one thing the young Turks had com­ 
plained about, it was Congressional secrecy. They 
argued at length for open decisions openly arrived 
at. Once in office, they voted against open sessions 
in the one political party they clearly had the power 
to dominate. 


The reformists have been unable to bring their 
power to bear on some of the most serious problems 
of the day. No energy conservation bill has been 
voted. The problem of falling American produc­ 
tivity has not been attacked There's been little 
practical thought on how to ease the recession, in­ 
crease employment or dampen excessive inflation 
which many now fear will come next year or in 1977 
— only shaky stabs so cumbersome and ineffective 
they were certain to be vetoed

Many learn about 
the rights they are guaranteed dur­ 
ing Student and the Law classes 
taught in many schools. I don’t at­ 
tack these classes, but I do object to 
the teaching of how to “ beat the 
rap " Why should a juvenile fear ar­ 
rest when he knows that Aunt Tilly, 
who lives on the other side of town, 
wiil never know how terrible her 
sweet nephew is. This protection of 
the juvenile from the press is just an 
encouragement to illegal acts. 


Why should we accord to juveniles 
the rights that even adults don't pos­ 
sess? Juveniles commit crim es, too! 
Why shouldn’t they be treated as 
equal to adults? Isn't equality what 


they want in smoking and alcohol 
consumption legislation? 
I am not encouraging revenge 
against these minors who break the 
law. Instead, I am suggesting that 
they be treated as adults by the 
media Even though this type of ac­ 
tion may not prevent crim es, it is a 
step in the right direction. Action 
such as this may pave the road for 
future methods of dealing with 
law breaking ju ven iles, so that 
enraged citizens don’t.

Ronald Reagan 
Canal Zone 
vital to U.S. 


Enough U.S. senators are so worried about Henry Kis­ 
singer’s apparent determination to play “let s make a 
deal’’ over the Panama Canal that a Senate resolution 
(No. 301) by Sen. Strom Thurmond, reaffirming U S 
sovereignty over the canal, now has 35 co-sponsors, 
enough to block ratification of any new treaty. 


Here’s the background: in 1903. shortly after Panama 
declared itself a republic, the United States entered into a 
treaty, acquiring sovereignty over the land through which 
the Panama Canal was to be dug and operated In ex 
change, the United States agreed to pay Panama an an­ 
nuity for its loss of revenue from the Panama Railroad 
In a 1907 decision, the U.S. Supreme Court reaffirmed 
U.S. sovereignty over the zone. On Oct 11, 1968, the 
Marxist-dominated military of Panama overthrew the 
government of anti-Communist President Arnulfo Arias 
and prevented newly elected President Max Del Valle 
from taking office. 


The next day, the military (working closely with the 
Communist Party of Panam a) shut down Congress, 
abolished all political parties except the Communist, 
began censoring news media and removed the peoples 
civil rights. 


It’s never too late to rehabilitate a reputation, 
even if it 's that of the beastly Captain Bligh of the 
II M S Bounty. 
Many people are not aware, says Nutrition Today 
magazine, that the purpose of the voyage that ended 
in the famous mutiny in 1789 was to bring breadfruit 
trees back from Polynesia to the British West In­ 
dies, where repeated hurricanes had destroyed the 
food crops and caused the worst famines ever 
known in the Western world. 
Bligh’s second voyage was even more ambitious 
- to spread new foods to all the places he visited 
and bring back new specimens to the West. Like a 
nautical Johnny Appleseed, Bligh, sailing in the 
Providence, planted fruits and vegetables here and 
gathered seeds and cuttings there throughout the 
Pacific. 
The apple trees and potatoes he planted in 
Tasmania are today a major source of income for 
that island, says the magazine. And the precious 
breadfruit he finally did deliver to Jamaica is now 
the principal source of dietary protein for the Carib­ 
bean poor 
The man responsible for that couldn t have been 
all bad, despite what Charles Laughton made a 
generation of movie goers believe

WASHINGTON - The top military 
brass like to believe they are serving 
their country at great sacrifice The 
prevailing myth is that they are paid 
far less than they could earn in the 
corporate world. 
This is an argument that in­ 
variably is dragged out when there is 
p r e ssu r e 
to re d u c e m ilita r y 
spending. We have investigated the 
impoverishment, therefore, of the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff. 
Each draws a $36,000 annual salary 
which, 
com pared to corporate 
wages, seem s modest enough 
But 
th is is m er ely the tip of the 
pecuniary iceberg. They also collect 
a generous share of the $650 million 
in tax-free benefits that go to the 
military brass each year. 
The taxpayers, for exam ple, 
provide the Joint Chiefs with pocket 
money. Each one draws an annual 
“ personal money allow ance 
of 
$4 000, plus another $600 to cover 
' day-to-day” expenses 
Unlike most corporate executives, 
the Joint (Chiefs need not concern 
themselves with monthly housing 
paym ents 
The governm ent fur­ 
nishes them with magnificent man­ 
sions suitable to their status 
Such cavernous houses, of course, 
require upkeep The Pentagon has 
never been so short of manpower 
that troops could not be spared from 
military duties to wait on tables, 
mow law ns and perform other 
menial chores for the top brass 
Each military chief is alloted five 
“enlisted aides," as these personal 
servants are delicately called Only 
Gen David C. Jones, the Air Force 
chief, doesn’t utilize his full quota 
He now gets by with only four 
enlisted servants. 
This doesn’t count the chauffeurs, 
of course, who are available to drive 


the Joint Chiefs around in govern­ 
ment limousines wherever they wish 
to go. 
If the traffic is too heavy, a 
m ilita ry ch ie f can sum m on a 
helicopter from nearby Andrews Air 
Force Base to lift hirn over the heads 
of the less-blessed motorists below 
Nor does a member of the Joint 
Chiefs need to worry about making 
plane reservations when he travels. 
A plane from the VIP squadron is 
available to whisk him anywhere 
in the world at his command 
If he should wish to take his family 
along on a vacation, the Defense 
Department maintains several posh 
resorts around the world where the 
military brass can stay at bargain 
rates 
A $20 million complex is under con­ 
struction in Hawaii, for example, for 
the “ rest ami relaxation" of weary 
servicemen The Joint Chiefs , of 
course, can always reserve the best 
quarters at these holiday spas 
Other innumerable little benefits 
have become part of the lifestyle of 
the Joint C hiefs-such as subsidized 
Pentagon meals and golfing, swimm­ 
ing. tennis and drinking facilities at 
bases throughout the world 
What’s more, the Joint Chiefs will 
go on drawing full benefits and 75 per 
cent of their pay after they retire. 
Yet they contribute not a cent to 
their retirement fund 
Experts have calculated for us that 
the taxpayers pay each of the Joint 
Chiefs not the paltry $36,000 that our 
military leaders complain about but 
an equivalent of about $200,000 a 
year. 
MAKARIOS PLOT: More than 
four years ago, we reported that the 
Central Intelligence Agency had 
b ecom e in volved in the d irty 
business of assassinating foreign 


leaders. We described six attempts 
to kill Cuban Premier Fidel Castro, 
complete with the names of the CIA 
agents and the Mafia figures they 
recruited to handle the job. 
Our sto r y 
w a s d en ied and 
denounced by CIA spokesman. But 
the Rockefeller Commission has now 
uncovered evidence which complete­ 
ly confirms our story. 
We have also reported that the CIA 
was in contact with the plotters who 
gunned down Dominican dictator 
Rafael Trujillo and attempted to 
murder Haitian President Francois 
“Papa Doc" Duvalier. 
Now an investigative study by one 
of the best reporters in the business, 
l^arry Stern, links the CIA with an 
a s s a s s in a t io n 
a tte m p t upon 
Archibishop Makanos. the president 
of Cyprus. Stem s report will be 
published soon in the prestigious 
Foreign Policy magazine. 
As Stern recounts it. Cypriot 
House Speaker Glafkos Clendes con­ 
fronted the U.S. embassy with the 
charge that Eric Neff, the former 
CIA chief in Cyprus, had held a 
secret m eeting in Athens with 
Cypriot N ikos Sam pson, whose 
strongarm a ctiv ité s have been 
documented 
Both Neff and Sampson were 
known to be opposed to Makanos 
Indeed, “ Makarios privately com­ 
plained to the U S. embassy at Neff's 
open hostility to Makarios," Stem 
reports. 
Subsequently, Sampson overthrew 
Makarios and put out a premature 
radio bulletin that the archbishop 
had b een k ille d 
S a m p s o n ’s

That done, they began a steady drumbeat of propaganda

“ Panamanianization" of the canal This, too, was in line 
with Soviet objectives: disruption of U.S. maritim e supp­ 
ly lines and ultimate Soviet control of the world s 
waterways. 
The de facto dictatorship of Gen Omar Torrijos has 
tried, in recent years, to implant the ideas that the Canal 
Zone is really Panamanian territory and the U.S. 
presence represents “colonialism. 
Torrijos & Co. have clamored for a new treaty whose 
aim would be surrender of U.S. sovereignty. They 
overlook the fact that Panama’s own constitution makes 
their ratification of such a treaty illegal. 
On June 23 last year, the de facto envoy of Panama to 
Washington told a U.S. television audience that if treaty 
negotiations were not successful “ there will be no canal 
for nobody, not for us, not for the United States, not for 
the world " 
Kissinger apparently took the sabotage threat serious­ 


ly Though he isn t talking about it, he is reported to be 
studying plans to turn over the Canal Zone s police and 
fire protection and postal service to Panama, the idea be­ 
ing that this will somehow damp down the anti-U.S. cam ­ 


paign

. 
Though transfer of police, fire and postal services alone 
may seem like a mild move, it has serious implications 
for the future operation of the canal. Police and fire 
protection would be essential in the event of civil distur 
bances or sabotage. In the matter of postal services U.S. 
citizens in the zone would have their mail subjected to 
monitoring by M arxist Lt. Col. Manuel Noreiga. 
Panama’s G-2. 
If Kissinger were to put together such a deal as a 
prelude to a new treaty, it’s likely U.S. citizens rapidly 
would leave the zone 
Their presence there is vital Keeping the canal open 
and operating is a difficult and exacting job as it is. 
It is hard to believe that partial Panamanianization o! 
the Canal Zone wouldn't lead to its loss to the United 
States, for both com m erce and military security pur­ 
poses The U S. Department of Commerce estim ates that 
the loss of the canal would mean a 71 per cent increase in 
average annual consumption of fuel by carriers of U S 
foreign trade; a 31-day increase in average shipping 
time; a $923 million annual increase in the total delivered 
price of exports , and a $583 million annual increase in the 
total delivered price of all imports 
Our treaty with Panama granted us the Canal Zone in 
perpetuity. Giving that up would make about as much 
sense for us as it would for the USSR to invite the U.S 6th 
Fleet to roam at will around the Black Sea.

My mother, a Social Security recipient, died in 
January. 
I had paid various hospital, doctor and other bills for 
her from time to time and upon her death accrued burial 
costs in the amount of approximately $1,300. 
Following her death, two Social Security and three 
Medicare checks arrived in her name. 
I took all five checks to the Social Security office in 
Pomona to request reissuance so that they could be ap­ 
plied in part to my mother’s expenses. 
I was advised that four of the checks would be reissued 
hut one would not. I turned four of them over to a Social 
Security worker and mailed one in to Blue Shield, which 
was handling the Medicare account. 
The checks were turned over to the Social Security of­ 
fice four months ago. The fifth check was mailed to Blue 
Shield one month ago. 
1 have not heard from Social Security or Medicare at all 
regarding these claims. — D. B., Claremont. 


We learned from the Social Security office that one of 
the checks is being processed but it is taking time as there 
are a number of survivors. 
A program center, not the local office, will determine 
who is eligible and will re-issue the check. 
Another of the checks represented supplem ental 
security income and would be payable only to a surviving 
eligible spouse. In this case there was not a surviving 
spouse. 
At our request, the Social Security office mailed your 
claim forms to send to the companies handling Medicare 
for your mother, as you said the medical bills already had 
been paid 
As you stated, one check issued to your mother was 
from Blue Shield. The other two were issued by Pan 
American Life Assurance Co. in New Orleans

DEAR DR LAMB - I am writing 
you to tell you of my experience and 
maybe help others I have been a cof­ 
fee drinker and have taken two 
aspirins every night for the last three 
or four years for arthritis I'm 60 
years old, and 1 hadn’t felt good for a 
long time. I’ve been to my doctor, 
but he could never find anything 
wrong, so I thought I was just getting 
old. 
I would go to bed at 9:30 or 10 
o’clock and wake up about 2 o'clock, 
and my head would throb, and I’d 
have wild dreams. I couldn’t go back 
to sleep or relax. 
Then I read in your column that 
aspirin and coffee could be harmful 
and 1 quit both. Now I feel like a new 
man. I sleep well. My head does not 
throb, and I can relax. 1 know coffee 
and aspirin were poisoning me 
There must be other people like me 
so maybe you could tell them my 
story 
DEAR READER - Caffeine in 
coffee, tea and cold drinks, and in 
cocoa is a stimulant to the nervous 
system This is useful for some peo 
pie, but in our over stressed society 
often it is not Too much caffeine can 
lead to an anxiety-like response This 
can lead to sleeplessness and a sense 
of ill-ease 
Often a person doesn’t know that 
he is as tense as he is until the situa­ 
tion calm s down 
I am always 
reminded of the many younger men 
who have survived heart attacks and 


changed their living habits Com­ 
monly they noted they felt so much 
better that they were glad they had 
this experience early in life. 
Aspirin does not have the same ef­ 
fect as caffeine on the nervous 
system, although it has its good 
points and bad points Aspirin and 
caffeine are often the basic in­ 
gredients in some medicines to 
re lie v e h e a d a c h e , le v e r and 
m uscular aches. APCs used for 
headaches and colds are really just 
aspirin, phenacetin and caffeine 
The combination of aspirin and 
caffeine then may be useful in some 
people as a temporary relief of 
minor medical problems, but con­ 
tinued use of significant amounts can 


lead to undesirable reactions in some 
people Apparently you were one of 
these individuals. 
Since caffeine stimulates the for­ 
mation of acid digestive juice in the 
stomach and aspirin tends to erode 
the stomach lm:ng and may cause 
bleeding, I he combination should be 
particularly avoided in patients with 
any form of ulcer or acid indigestion 
history. To avoid the dangers of 
aspirin on the stomach lining, it is 
better to have less acid stomach con­ 
tents, just the opposite of the effects 
of the combined caffeine aspirin 
medicine 
Usually it is better to 
neutralize stomach acid when taking 
aspirin by taking it after a meal or 
along with a glass of milk or a snack

' Curing' is concrete secret

Whether you re install­ 
ing a driveway, patio or 
walkway, or merely mak­ 
ing a small patch, the suc­ 
cess of your concrete pro­ 
ject depends to a consider­ 
able degree on how well 
vou have “cured" it. 


do-it yourself jobs, the con­ 
crete loses some of its 
strength and, in addition, 
may result in cracking, al- 
ligaloring or dusting. 
How do you keep new 
concrete from drying out 
too rapidly? By keeping it 
moist lor several days 
after it has been put down 


exposed to the sun part or 
all of the day. But if you 
pour water on a patch im­ 
mediately after the job is 
finished, the water will dis­ 
turb the new surface and 
make it uneven. The trick, 
therefore, is to permit the 
concrete to harden suf­ 
ficiently so that water 


the surface harden first. 
Professionals either use a 
commercial curing agent 
or cover the area with 
burlap, layers of paper or 
sand or straw or rags. Wet­ 
ting down any of these ma­ 
terials will keep the area 
moist for many hours. Still 
another method is to build

There are a lot of fancy 
dehmtions on what curing 
concrete means, but they 
all boil down to a method of 
preventing the newly laid 
concrete from drying out 
too rapidly. When curing is 
neglected, as it often is in 


In most cases, this means 
simply wetting it down 
regularly. When I make a 
concrete patch, 1 pour 
water on it at least twice a 
day for at least five days. 
This is especially im­ 
portant when the patch is 


poured on it will not 
damage the surface. 
In a major project, such 
as the installation of a 
driveway, the sim plest 
way to keep the concrete 
moist is to run a hose on it, 
again remembering to let 


a dam around the edges of 
the concrete so that there 
is a constant layer of water 
on the concrete during the 
curing period. 
The same principle ap­ 
plies to brickwork. When 
putting in a replacement 
brick, it should be soaked 
thoroughly, preferably for 


several hours, before in­ 
serting it into the space 
where the old brick was 
After the mortar between 
the bricks has set suf­ 
ficiently, the curing proc 
ess should begin, much 
along the lines previously 
mentioned. 
It is one of the curious 
things about concrete that 
while it must be kept wet 
after it has been installed 
too much water will 
weaken it in the original 
mixture. Just enough 
water should be added to 
the mixture to make it 
workable. Too much wate 
and you get a poor result 
Be especially careful about 
using too much water if the 
sand you are using is wet.

Rhine castle plundered by swindlers 


BRAUBACH. Germany 
(AP) — A 13th century cas­ 
tle on the Rhine has been 
plundered of valuable fur­ 
nishings by an E n g ­ 
lishman who faked a $1 
million purchase contract, 
police said Tuesday. 
They gave this account: 
Rheinstein Castle was 
sold last September to a 47- 
vear-old Briton who iden­ 
tified himself as Peter 
Lodge But Dutchess Bar­ 
bara von Mecklenburg said 


she never received Lodge’s 
first payment which was 
due last February. 
Instead, 
the dutchess 
complained, her family’s 
castle was stripped of anti­ 
ques worth more than 
$250.000 and sold at auc­ 
tions around Europe by 
Lodge and his s e lf ­ 
described 
secretary, 
Thomas Allen. 47. 
The two disappeared 
after an auction last month 
in Cologne where they ap­ 


parently sold a truckload 
of castle furnishings At­ 
tempts failed to reach the 
two at the exclusive 
London address they gave 
— 44 Duke St., St James.

the two had already been 
convicted of thefts and 
swindles in Britain before 
they came to West Ger­ 
many. where they are also 
suspects in another castle 
break in.

Kicking around

Fishaa, although certainly not a 
Luis Marotte, and possibly suffering from a mild case of 
butterflies, controlled the midfield enough to hamper the 
attacking foes and, most importantly, his passing game is 
far more effective than Lopez’. Mike Ferguson also did a 
good job at midfield in lieu of Russell. Although an ac­ 
complished player, Russell does everything well except 
passing off effectively; most of his passes wind up at the 
feet of an opponent. 
Miguel Brígida s brief appearance in the forward line 
showed that he can be an asset to the Aztecs. It was felt 
that Brigida should have replaced Veee instead of Banhof­ 
fer who was setting the pace; nonetheless. Brigida 
showed enough to possibly make him the fourth forward 
for the next game.

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Developer fined for 
altering streambed 
Record shark netted 


An O ran ge C ounty 
developer has been fined 
$998 and placed on one- 
y e a r 
p ro b a tio n 
for 
streambed alterations that 
destroyed wildlife habitat 
at Oso Creek in southern 
Orange County 
Municipal Judge Richard 
D. Hamilton of Laguna 
Niguel also leveled a $250 
p e n a lty 
a s s e s s m e n t 
against Crown V alley 
Business Park and ordered 
the firm to restore one fork 
of the small creek to as 
near its original condition 
as possible by Dec. 1. 
Crown Vailey Business 
Park was cited by Fish and 
Game warden Donald F. 
Stuckey on Feb. 6 when he 
discovered that the east 
fork of Oso Creek had been 
dammed and filled with 
dirt and that the west fork 
had been m oved and 
channelized in order to 
make way for a building 
project. 
The firm pleaded nolo 
contendere and Judge 
Hamilton handed down his 
ruling on May 20. 
An attorney for Crown 
Valley Business Park, Wil­ 
liam E. Dannemeyer of 
Fullerton, had argued that 
Oso Creek was not a 
stream and thereby ex­ 
empt from that section of 
the Fish and Game code 
that deals with streambed 
alterations 
The Department of Fish 
and Game classified Oso 
Creek as a p erren ial 
coastal stream 
Effects of the Oso Creek 


Outdoors 


alterations were detailed 
in a report by water quality 
and wildlife biologists 
from the Department of 
Fish and Game. 
They noted that the 
stream diversion, chan­ 
nelization and fill had 
denuded 9.6 a cres of 
wildlife habitat and that 
those organism s which 
formerly depended upon 
the area were forced into 
other areas where com­ 
petition for food and ter­ 
ritories was already exten­ 
sive because of earlier 
human encroachment. 
Animals and birds that 
had depended upon the Oso 


Creek habitat included die 
rabbit, racoon, grey fox, 
bobcat, mule deer, coyote, 
ground squirrels, great 
blue heron, sparrow hawk, 
meadow lark, mourning 
dove and others. 
Plants destroyed by the 
ch an ges included the 
fileree, willow, mustard, 
lico rice, c a tta il, blue 
elderberry, quail bush and 
coastal sage. 
The Oso Creek altera­ 
tions occurred approx­ 
imately two miles north of 
San Juan C apistrano 
alongside the heavily 
t r a v e l e d San 
D ie g o 
Freeway. 


A 1,270-pound. 14-foot, 3- 
inch long sixgill shark, the 
largest ever reported in 
the eastern Pacific, was 
taken by a trawler off the 
co astlin e of San Luis 
Obispo County the evening 
of May 30.

apiece. Fifteen of the 
young sharks were born as 
the net was hauled up. and 
they were returned to the 
water. 
John Fitch, research 
director of the Department 
of Fish and Game's State 
Fisheries Laboratory in 
Long Beach, said the 
la rg est six g ill shark 
previously taken in Califor­ 
nia waters measured 11 
feet in length and weighed 
464 pounds. It was caught 
in 1928 in San Francisco 
Bay.

Fitch said the sixgill 
shark is distinguished from 
other sharks by the 
presence of six gills in­ 
stead of seven. It is a slug­ 
gish species that lives far 
below the surface and 
therefore rarely seen. 
The sixgill shark has a 
wide range, being known 
from both sides of the 
Atlantic, 
the Mediterra­ 
nean and South Africa as 
well as from Chile. Japan 
and Australia 
In their 
book.

although a 26-footer was 
reported from England.

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Pink Panther sequel 
Clouseau bumbles through 


PETER SELLERS . . . demoted but suave

NEW YORK — (NEA) — 
Nobody is perfect, as 
Inspector Clouseau proves 
to us time and again. It 
was good to see him for the 
first time in years, coming 
up a Paris street. He was 
garbed in a flatfoot’s un* 
iform, sign of a temporary 
demotion, but retaining his 
suave manners. As a pretty 
Parisienne walked by he 
raised his nightstick in 
greeting and poked himself 
in the eye. 
Thus begins "The Return 
of the Pink Panther," the 
new sequel to ‘A Shot in 
the Dark" and "The Pink 
Panther,” both filmed in 
1964 and each starring 
Peter Sellers as the in­ 
imitable sleuth, so to 
speak. 
There is a plot in "The 
R etu rn of the Pin k 


Panther," but it never 
thickens since the movie is 
a vehicle to observe 
Clouseau in clamorous ac­ 
tion. From a museum in a 
Middle Eastern country 
called Lugesh, a fabulous 
diamond —the 
"P in k 
Panther” — is stolen. 
Plucked, it would appear 
by that notorious finger- 
smith, "The Phantom." 
Duh-dum 
Because Clouseau by 
some serendipitous grace 
uncovered the jewel the 
last time it was filched, he 
is summoned again by the 
nation's officials — to the 
consternation of the chief 
inspector of Paris police. 
When he learns of 
Clouseau's return, the 
chief’s severe tic also 
makes a comeback. 
Clouseau enters the 
museum wearing a mushy 
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cap above his profoundly 
knotted brow, and a belted 
and epaulleted white rain­ 
coat that, on him, resem­ 
bles a strait jacket. 
As he goes about his 
business — it is interesting 
for students of the canon of 
Clouseau to mark the 
similarities in methods and 
reactions to his other in­ 
vestigations. 
Peering through a 
magnifying glass with a 
lens that continually drops 
out, Clouseau begins an 
inch by inch scrutiny of the 
joint. But the good inspec­ 
tor slips and falls. A 
solicitous attendant ex­ 
plains that he slipped on 
the wax used by the thief. 
Clouseau disdainfully looks 
up from the floor and says 
to the obvious dolt that of 
course he knew it was wax. 
He was only inspecting the 
wax. 
At the denouement of “ A 
Shot in the Dark,” the 
Inspector gathers all the

Cole said later. “ I don't 
know lhether he was kid­ 
ding or not about the gun 
and I don't know how be 
managed to get back to the 
cabin.” 
M r s, 
C o le g r a b b e d 
another rifle for her own 
protection and took off on a 
dead run for the nearest 
neighbor — Lake Creek 
Lodge. It was a long, rug­ 
ged four m iles away from 
their home near Skwentna 
60 miles northw est of 
Anchorage. 
“I don't even know for 
sure how long it took me to 
get there — maybe an 
hour,” she said.

But on arrival the pilot 
couldn't find a place to 
land because of the dense 
wilderness. With his fuel 
supply dwindling, he final­ 
ly opted to gingerly set the 
whirring chopper down on 
a sandbar in the middle of 
the river a half mile away. 
The rescue team bor­ 
rowed a small boat from a 
fisherman “ and that's

began,” Mulhall said. 
The paramedic, doctor 
and crewman, Sgt. Robert 
Ewton, had to scale a 500- 
foot cliff at a 90-degree 
angle in a driving rain­ 
storm to reach the cabin’s

They found Cole “had 
been eaten pretty badly, 
but the bleeding had stop­ 
ped. He had multiple bites 
all over his body, broken 
ribs, and his face «was 
crushed”

Woolworth hovered 100 
feet above the trees as Cole 
was gently lifted through 
the branches on a litter 
which swayed in 20 mile 
per hour winds. 
Plucking the rescue 
team from the sandbar, the

Anchorage as Woolworth 
made emergency landing 
plans in case the fuel supp­ 
ly went dry. 
Cole underwent six hours 
of surgery to repair his in­ 
juries. He was not able to 
talk because of the opera­ 
tion and his eyes were 
swollen shut. 
Mrs. Cole was staying 
with 
her 
husband at 
Providence Hospital, anx­ 
iously waiting for the time 
her husband could tell her 
what happened. 
“ I’m sure he'll have a 
story to tell once h e’s 
able," she said. “ But I’m 
sure w e’ll go back there. 
My husband is a pretty 
tough, determined man.”

An Island paradise' 
for monkey business 


HONOLULU (UPI) — A 
s p a r s e l y 
p o p u l a t e d 
H a w a iia n island m ay 
become the home for thou­ 
sands of monkeys raised to 
ease a worldwide shortage 
of the disease-free animals 
for scientific studies 
A private venture is be­ 
ing organized to produce 
about 10,000 monkeys a 
year, the largest monkey 
raising undertaking m the 
country, on the tiny island 
of M olo ka i, 54 m i l e s 
southeast of Honolulu. 
Dr. Richard Bullock, 
assistant director of the 
University of Hawaii Ex­ 
periment Station and con­ 
sultant to the project, ex­ 
plained that India, the 
leading supplier of rhesus 
monkeys for laboratory 
purposes, is cutting back 
drastically on its exports of 
the creatures, creating an 
urgent need for another 
source of supply. 
“ In India, the supply is 
running out because of 
opportunists,” 
Bullock 
said. “ Also the losses in 
shipping and handling have 
been tremendous.’’ 
India had been exporting 
a b o u t 7 0 ,0 0 0 r h e s u s 
monkeys a year, but cut 
back in 1974 to only 15,000 
B u l l o c k 
s a i d 
th e 
Hawaiian Primate Produc­ 
tion Center, headed by 
R ich a rd 
G e a rh a r t 
Portland, Ore., plans 
le ase enough land 
Molokai to eventually 
produce 10,000 monkeys 
annually and sell them to 
institutions for scientific 
purposes. 
Monkey raising can be a 
profitable business, with 
monkeys now worth about 
1480 each But it will take 
two to three years to bring 
production to a large scale, 
Bullock said, at an es­ 
timated cost of about 910 
million 
"Molokai is climatically 
accep tab le for m onkey 
raising.” Bullock said, 
“ They »ike warm c l i ­ 
m a te s” 
But many trees will also 
have to be planted to shield 
the m onkeys from the 
island's severe winds 
Bullock said the biggest 


problem is keeping the 
monkeys disease free. 
“Of course the original 
monkeys brought in have 
to be free of disease, and 
they must be fed disease 
free food and handled by 
disease free workers,” he 
said
